Gay-haters on 
mission from God 


While preparations are under 
way for Edmonton’s Pride Week 
parade on June 16, organizers of a 
similar celebration in Calgary are 
bracing for a counter-demonstra- 
tion by one of the most vitriolic 
gay-hating groups in the U.S. 

Members of Westboro Baptist 
Church in Topeka, Kansas, have 
announced plans to be in Calgary 
June 10 to demonstrate against 
Tory leader and “fag-panderer” 
Joe Clark, who will be grand mar- 
shal in the pride parade. The 
church has become notorious for 
its anti-gay demonstrations in 
which members wave placards 
with such slogans as “fag shame,” 
“dyke sin” and “AIDS cures fags.” 

Here in Edmonton, Mayor Bill 
Smith has refused in the past to 
sign proclamations declaring 
Pride Week. So far organizers 
haven't asked him to sign one this 
year. Edmonton’s Pride Week 
runs June 16 to 23. 

The Kansas church’s website, 
www.godhatesfags.com, has had 
nearly 1.8 million hits and has 
another counter detailing the 
number of days Mathew Shepard 
has been in hell. “Deal with it!” 
the message commands. “All the 
fag caterwauling, candlelight vig- 
ils, court orders, etc., can’t buy 
Matt one drop of water to cool his 
tongue.” Shepard has become 
symbolic of the gay-rights cause 
ever since the Wyoming student 
was savagely beaten and hung on 
a fencepost to die of exposure in 
1998. 

Westboro “missionaries” rou- 
tinely travel the U.S. for what they 
call “love crusades,” counter- 
demonstrating against gay pride 
celebrations and protesting gay- 
friendly legislative measures. 
They burned the Iowa state flag in 
Des Moines and in 1999 came to 
Ottawa to burn the Canadian flag 
on Parliament Hill. Their next 
flag-burning is planned for 
Madison, Wisconsin. 

WBC is led by pastor Fred 
Phelps, who founded the church 
in 1955. When SEE Magazine con- 
tacted him, his first question to us 
was, “You some sorta fag paper?” 

Phelps said he had received sev- 
eral phone calls from Canadian 
media and was ised that

protest a Supreme Court ruling 
including same-sex couples in the 
definition of common-law mar- 
riage. When pressed for specifics 
on the protest, Phelps hung up, 
saying he was too busy to talk. 
Someone would call back for a 
longer interview, he promised. 
The call never came.

He'll go far 


Early notice set stage for young talent 


by Kevin X. WILSON 





Danict Arnold received his first 
review when he was 13 years old. 
He vividly recollects the assess- 
ment, delivered by the Edmonton 
Journal's Liz Nichols: “She said, 
‘He’s a sweet kid and he'll go far 
and he’s bright-eyed and has a 
strong voice...” 

What prescience: the still-youth- 
ful Arnold has made a mark on 
the Edmonton theatre scene, both 
as a performer and as a play- 
wright. Born in Nelson, B.C., 
Arnold arrived on the prairies 
when he was five. At Spruce 
Grove Composite High, he met an 
early influence, his high school 
drama teacher. “Sharon Service 


was a godsend. She just cracked 
the whip. If you wanted to do it, 
she said, ‘Okay, you've got to 
work bloody hard.’ So I did.” 

But the now-defunct Stage 
Polaris gave Arnold his first taste 
of performance. “Susan Woywitka 
and Leslie Bland started my career 
when I was 12 or 13. I was a tiny 
kid — no trace of going through 
puberty yet at all. I looked like a 
nine- or 10-year-old boy. I was 
working with professional actors, 
and it was my first show ever.” 

Arnold’s future as a performer 
and playwright continues to look 
bright. Tuesdays and Saturdays, 
written with Medina Hahn, has 
earned him two Sterling Award 
Nominations: one for Outstanding 
Fringe Performance by an Actor, 
the other for Outstanding Fringe
